To do so might make a very valuable coin 
worthless in the eyes of a coin collector. 


A rare coin after it has a hole drilled 
through it becomes almost without value. 
A gold dollar with sodder marks on it is 
worth $1.00.

There is a 
catch in it and it is not made usually 
by a reliable, trust-worthy coin dealer. 
The catch is that instead of a buffalo 
there were actually 50 pieces coined 
that had a liberty head. Therefore the 
dealer who offers a big price can’t 
be prosecuted because there is such a 
coin but every one is located and 
owned by people who wouldn’t sell 
for $100. In fact if you can find one 
we will be glad to pay $100 for it. In 
other words, this book attempts to list 
only those pieces which the public 
really had a chance to obtain, and not 
such “impossibles” as 5e 1913 Liberty
